lo Local residents from Crossenhain reported on lU October 1951 that the 

jet fighters stationed at Crossenhain airfield were disassembled and packed 
in crates as of the beginning of October • The crated aircraft were to be 
shipped to the U.S.S.R. Flying was considerably reduced recently 0 

2 * On 5 and 6 October, Diesel engines and aircraft parts were being loaded at 
the field. The Germans employed at the installation were given leave 
until 20 October* Soviet officers and soldiers were packing* Their dependents 
were to leave for the U «S »S Russian women who recently arrived at the 
field were issued uniforms* 


3* Lo flying was observed at the field on 8, 9j and 10 October* On lit October, 
nine jet fighters were parked at the runway and, after nightfall, night 
flying was practiced with spotlights in operation* The nine jet planes were 
still parked at the sane spot on 15 October*
